(i) Import of crude drugs specitlcd in Anncxurc I to this Public Notice will be allowed 
without any face value restriction.

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Import of crude drugs specified under Group ‘A’ in Annexure II to this Public 
Notice will be allowed upto 10 per cent of the face value of Jhcence or Rs. 5,000/- 
whichever is less. This value limit will be applicable to each item separately. 


(ui) Import of crude drugs specified under Group ‘ B * in Annexure II to this Public 
Notice will be allowed upto 5 per cent of the face value of licence or Rs. 2 >$OQf« 
whichever is less. This value limit will be apqlicable to each item separately.
